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/^N  the  second  ih\y  of  April  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty, 
the  Rev.  Jno.  F.  Scheimcrhorn,  of  Utica,  Agent  of  the  (}eneral 
Synod  of  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  America,  organized 
the  Protestant  Reformed  J)utcli  Church  of  Ithaca.  On  the  same  day, 
Daniel  L.  Bishop,  Isaac  Carpenter,  and  ^Augustus  Shcrrill  were  ordained 
Elders,  and  Levi  Kirkham  and  Daniel  Pratt,  Deacons. 

The  new  church  was  made  up  of  thirty-one  members  who  ha<l  with- 
drawn by  regular  dismissal  from  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Ithaca,  then 
under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wisncr,  and  one  member  from 
the  Dutch  church  of  Poughkeepsie.  The  Presbyterian  church  in  the 
village  was  large  in  numbers,  and  there  was  more  or  less  of  restiveness 
under  Dr.  Wisner's  somewhat  rigid  rule. 

There  had  been  previous  consultation  and  deliberation,  and  a  meeting 
liad  been  held  to  hear  the  report  of  a  committee  raised  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  forming  another  Presb\-terian,  or  a  Congregational 
church  in  the  village.  At  this  meeting  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Isaac  Fer- 
ris, of  Albany,  about  the  forming  of  a  Dutch  Church  in  Ithaca,  brought 
about  an  unanimous  vote,  that  it  was  expedient  that  such  a  church  be 
formed  ;  and  a  committee  consisting  of  Daniel  L.  Bishop,  Cornelius  P. 
Heermans,  and  Augustus  Sherrill,  was  appointed  to  confer  with  Mr. 
Ferris  and  others  in  the  matter.  This  committee  discharged  its  duties. 
The  result  has  been  given  above. 

The  new  congregation  took  steps  at  once  for  the  erection  of  a  place 
of  worship.  By  the  first  of  May — within  a  month  from  the  time  of  its 
organization — work  had  been  begun  on  the  present  church  edifice — and 
within  a  year,  that  is  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  April,  1831,  it  is  recorded 
that  the  Consistory  met  at  the  Church.  Meanwhile  the  young  church 
had  been  holding  its  services  in  the  Academy,  not  the  present  brick 
building,  but  the  older  wooden  part  which  now  holds  a  humbler  posi- 
tion in  the  rear. 


The  church  was  built, — as  many  churches  were  built  fifty  years  and 
more  ago — by  a  kind  of  speculation  on  the  part  of  the  builder.  Some 
builder  being  assured  of  the  sale  of  a  part  at  least  of  the  pews  or  slips  in 
the  church,  took  upon  himself  the  cost  of  putting  up  the  building, 
reckoning  to  be  repaid  by  the  sale  of  the  pews. 

These  pews  when  sold  became  the  property  of  the  buyer  and  were 
subject  to  no  assessment  or  tax  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the 
church  or  congregation.  The  owner  might  rent  his  pew  to  another 
and  put  the  proceeds  into  his  own  purse.  It  is  remembered  that  the 
speculation  proved  a  disastrous  one  to  the  builder  of  this  church,  Mr. 
Ira  Tillotson,  the  sale  of  the  pews  not  making  good  the  cost  of  the 
building. 

Ser\-ices  were  held  for  some  little  time  in  the  basement  of  the  church, 
while  the  upper  audience  room  was  being  finished  off".  As  finished  at 
first,  the  audience  room  had  its  pulpit  at  the  south  end — the  entrance 
end — and  had  galleries  on  the  two  sides  and  on  the  north  end,  at  which 
end  also  was  the  place  of  the  choir  of  singers.  The  galleries  were  ta- 
ken out  and  the  present  form  given  to  the  audience  room  in  i860.  In 
1855  the  private  holding  of  pews  was  ended, — all  the  pews  passing  into 
the  possession  of  the  corporation.  Up  to  this  date, — 1855 — the  salary 
of  the  minister  had  been  raised  by  subscription — henceforth  it  was 
raised  by  the  renting  of  the  pews  or  slips. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  church  public  ser\-ices  on  Sunda)-  were  held 
both  in  the  forenoon  and  in  the  afternoon,  and  there  was  a  third  service, 
of  a  less  formal  character,  in  the  evening.  This  was  changed  in  1846, 
the  afternoon  sermon^  taking  the  place  of  the  evening  service.  The 
question  of  the  change  had  been  discussed  as  early  as  1832. 

In  August  of  1830,  Gen.  Simeon  DeWitt  presented  the  young  church 
with  a  lot  of  land.  Gen.  DeWitt  was  a  large  land-holder  in  the  village. 
He  had  laid  out  streets,  and  had  divided  up  his  lands  into  lots  and  was 
now  offering  his  lots  for  sale.  The  lot  given  the  church  corresponds 
nearly  to  the  present  number  seventy  of  North  Tioga  street,  and  ran 
back  to  Sears  Lane.  The  lot  was  soon  sold,  the  money  arising  from  its 
sale  with  other  money  was  used  in  paying  for  the  site  of  the  present 
church   edifice. 

Richard  Varick  DeWitt  also  presented  the  church  with  the  means  of 
buying  a  communion  ser\'ice,  which  the  Consistor)-  voted  should  be  of 
' '  the  first-rate  Sheffield  plate. " 


In  183  I,  July  13,  a  "Sabbath  School  Society"  was  formed,  and  arti- 
cles for  its  constitution  and  government  adopted.  It  was  to  hold  meet- 
ings on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month,  the  meeting  on  the  second 
Monday  of  July  being  its  annual  meeting.  It  had  its  President— always 
the  Pastor, — its  Vice-President,  its  Secretary,  and  its  Treasurer,  together 
with  its  managers,  and  somewhat  numerouf;  visiting  committee,  both 
male  and  female,  whose  ciul\  it  was  to  look  up  scholars  for  tlie  school. 

The  teachers  were  to  make  monthly  reports  of  the  condition  of  their 
classes.  The  summing  up  of  but  one  set  of  such  reports  is  recorded  — that 
of  September,  1832— which  gives  an  average  attendance  for  fiveSundavs 
of  sixty-eight  scholars,  the  highest  number  being  eighty. 

The  monthly  meetings  were  kept  up,  with  some  irregularity,  for  a 
year  or  more,  then  only  yen rly  meetings  are  recorded,  till  1843,  ^^'hen 
with  the  election  of  its  officers,  the  Society  seems  to  have  expired. 

But  not  so  the  Sunday  School  of  the  church.  That  continued  to  e.xist, 
and  has  continued  till  the  present  time  with  members  under  Biblical  in- 
struction, sometimes  greater,  sometimes  smaller,  reporting  at  one  time, 
1867,  its  average  attendance  to  be  one  hundred  and  fifty. 

The  first  pastor  of  the  church  was  the  Rev.  Alexander  M.  Mann,  who 
began  his  labors  in  Ithaca,  in  June  of  1830.  On  the  eleventh  of  De- 
cember of  the  same  year,  the  Consistory  gave  him  a  "call  to  settle  over 
us  as  our  Pastor,"  at  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  a  year,  yet  felt 
themselves  under  the  necessity  of  asking  the  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Dutch  Church  for  help  in  making  up  this  sum.  There  is  110  record  of 
his  installation,  except,  may  be,  in  the  records  of  the  Classis  of  Cayuga. 

Dr.  Mann  found  the  church  a  church  of  thirty-two  members — he  left 
it  a  church  of  one  hundred  and  fortv-six  members.  No  one  of  his  suc- 
cessors in  the  pastr^ral  care  of  this  Church  saw  so  man\'  turn  from  the 
way  of  death  to  the  way  of  life.  During  his  pastorate  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  were  added  to  the  church  by  profession,  and  fifty-eight  by  letter. 
The  years  1831  and  1S35  were  years  when  men's  thoughts  were  mightily 
drawn  from  the  things  of  this  world,  to  the  things  of  that  world  t<i 
which  all  men  are  hastening. 

The  records  show  no  account  of  the  sums  raised  by  contribution  in 
the  church  and  congregation  in  the  days  of  Dr.  Mann,  but  it  is  remcm- 
that  the  sums  advanced  by  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Dutch  Church 
in  aid  of  the  new  organization  were  paid  back,  mainly  by  the  labors  of 
the  women  of  the  congregation. 


Dr.  IMann  was  born  in  Philadelphia  in  iSo8.  He  was  fitted  for  col- 
lege at  Somerville,  New  Jersey,  entered  the  junior  class  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege in  1S25,  and  graduated  in  1827.  His  theological  studies  were 
carried  on  and  completed  at  the  same  place.  His  license  to  preach  is 
dated  7th  April,  1830.  He  arrived  in  Iihaca  aboutthefirst  of  I\Iay  of  the 
same  year.  On  the  27th  of  INIarch,  1837,  he  resigns  his  pastorate  be- 
cause of  "some  peculiar  considerations  relating  to  himself"  What 
these  considerations  were,  they  that  are  curious  may  possibly  find  ex- 
plained in  the  catalogue  of  members. 

Dr.  'Sla.nn  went  from  Ithaca  to  Troy,  where  he  preached  about  a  year; 
from  Troy  to  the  First  R.  D.  Church  in  Poughkeepsie;  thence  in  1857 
to  Hoboken,  X.  J.;  from  Hoboken  to  Trumansburgh,  in  1862.  After 
three  or  four  years  in  Trumansburgh,  Dr.  Mann  removed  to  Farmer 
Village,  where  he  is  now  residing  in  no  regular  pastoral  work. 

Dr.  Mann  was  president  of  the  General  Synod  in  1851.  He  received 
his  degree  of  D.  D.,  in  1853,  from  the  University  of  Rochester. 

Dr.  Hoes,  the  second  pastor  of  the  church,  was  born  at  Middleburgh, 
in  181 1,  but  was  brought  up  at  Kinderhook,  and  fitted  for  college  in 
the  academy  there.  He  entered  the  Sophomore  class  of  Amherst  Col- 
lege in  1829,  and  graduated  in  1832.  His  theological  studies  were 
pursued  at  Princeton,  N.  J.,  where  he  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1834. 
He  became  pastor  of  the  R.  D.  Church  in  Chittenango  in  1835,  and  of 
our  church  in  1837.  After  eight  years"  service  here,  he  left  upon  a  call 
to  the  R.  D.  Church  of  Kingston,  where  he  preached  till  January,  1867. 
Since  that  date  he  has  resided  at  Kingston,  but  in  no  regular  pastoral 
work.     His  degree  of  D.  D.,  came  from  Union  College  in  1852. 

During  his  eight  years'  labor  with  us,  one  hundred  and  sixty-three 
were  added  to  the  church  ;  fifty-four  by  confession,  one  hundred  alid 
nine  by  letter. 

Dr.  Hoes  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  James  Vernor  Henry.  Mr. 
Henry  was  born  in  Albany  in  1798.  He  prepared  for  college  at  Dr. 
Banks"  Academy, — a  school  of  some  note  in  that  day.  He  graduated  at 
Princeton  in  1815,  entering  Sophomore  in  181 2.  After  graduating  he 
went  to  Edinburgh  in  Scotland,  to  the  University  there.  He  returned 
after  two  years'  study  and  travel,  and  became  tutor  in  his  Alma  Mater  at 
Princeton.  Here  he  served  two  years,  and  then  look  a  full  course  in 
theology  in  the  same  place. 

His  first  settlement  as  pastor  was  at  St.  Mary's,  Florida,  over  the  Pres- 


bytcrian  Church  in  that  place  ;  next  at  Ballston  Spa,  in  this  state  ;  then 
at  Cold  Spring  ;  then  at  Sing  Sing,  where  he  preached  nine  years,  and 
where  he  buried  his  wife  and  three  children. 

Mr.  Henry  now  resigned  his  charge  and  was  abroad  in  Kur(jpc  for  a 
year.  Upon  his  return  he  preached  for  a  time  in  din'orent  places,  but 
accepted  no  call  to  settle  till  1846,  when  he  became  pastor  of  our  church. 
His  labors  here  ended  in  1850,  because  of  the  "  inadequacy  of  the  .salary 
for  the  support  of  his  family,  and  because  of  not  being  able  to  gel  a 
suitable  and  commodious  house  in  which  to  live. " 

This  was  his  last  pastorate,  though  he  preached  more  or  less  till  with- 
in six  months  of  his  death,  declining  because  of  ill  health  several  calls 
to  settle.  He  died  in  Jersey  City,  where  he  resided  the  last  nine  years 
of  his  life,  on  the  14th  of  March,  1873.  1^'^  second  wife,  (Gertrude 
Mary,  daughter  of  Edward  Kcrneys,  of  Scarborough-on-the- Hudson, 
still  survives. 

Twent\-eight  members,  sixteen  by  profession  and  twelve  by  letter, 
were  added  to  the  church  during  ]\Ir.  Henry's  pastorate. 

Charles  H.  A.  Bulkley,  the  fourth  pastor  of  the  church,  was  born  in 
Charleston,  S.  C. ,  22d  Dec.  r8i8.  He  was  graduated  in  1839,  at  the 
New  York  University,  and  from  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in 
1842. 

After  laboring  in  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  in  Janesville,  Wisconsin, 
and  Mount  Morris,  N.  J.,  he  was  installed  pastor  of  our  church,  30th 
April,  1 85 1.  His  letter  of  resignation — apparently  because  of  inade- 
quate support, — is  dated  15111  Jan.  1853.  From  Ithaca,  Mr.  Bulkley 
went  to  Winsted,  Conn.,  where  he  preached  five  years  ;  thence  to  Pat- 
terson, N.  J.,  which  place  he  left  to  become  chaplain  to  the  first  regi- 
ment of  Gen.  Sickles'  Excelsior  Brigade.  After  leaving  the  army  he  be- 
came pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Owego,  and  next  of  a 
church  in  jMalone,  where  he  preached  five  years.  In  1876  he  was  set- 
tled at  his  present  sphere  of  labor,  at  Port  Henry  in  this  State. 

Thirty-three  were  added  to  the  church  by  confession  and  eight  by 
letter  during  Mr.  Bulkley "s  labors. 

In  1 85 1,  the  church  bought  of  ^Ir.  Samuel  P.  Bishop,  then  o(  Cin- 
cinnati, a  son  of  Daniel  L.  Bishop  one  of  the  founders  and  one  of  the 
first  oflficers  of  the  church,  the  residence  of  his  deceased  father  on  Geneva 
street,  that  it  might  serve  as  a  parsonage  or  residence  for  the  pastor  of 
the  chuch.      It  was  sold  in  1873,  the  congregation  seemingly  glad  to  be 


rid  of  the  ever  increasing  tax  for  repairs,  and   the   proceeds  used   in  re- 
pairing the  church  building,  and  in  paying  for  a  new  organ. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Joachim  Elmendorf  was  the  Pastor  of  the  church  fifth 
in  order.  Dr.  Elmendorf  was  born  in  Rochester  in  1827.  He  fitted 
for  college  in  Waterloo  and  Hyde  Park.  He  graduated  at  Rutgers  Col- 
lege, New  Brunswick,  N.  ]..  in  1850,  and  studied  Theology  in  the  Di- 
vinity School  of  the  same  place. 

His  first  settlement  was  in  Ithaca  in  1S53.  He  resigns  in  July,  1855, 
the  "only  reason  therefor,  being  his  health,  which  requires  relief  from 
the  labors  and  care  of  this  pastoral  charge. " 

He  was  next  settled  the  same  year,  over  the  R.  D.  Church  in  Sauger- 
ties ;  then  in  Syracuse  in  1862  ;  then  in  Albany  in  1865,  over  the  Sec- 
ond R.  D.  Church,  and  lastly  in  1872,  in  Poughkeepsie,  over  the  Second 
Church  of  the  same  name,  where  he  is  now  pastor. 

Dr.  Elmendorf  received  his  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Union  College,  in 
1865.  He  presided  over  the  General  Ass&mbly  of  the  R.  D.  Church  in 
1872. 

Three  by  confession  and  two  by  letter  were  added  to  the  church  in 
Dr.  Elmendorfs  time. 

The  sixth  pastor  was  the  Rev.  John  W.  Schenck.  ]Mr.  Schenck  was 
born  in  December,  1825,  at  Cross  Roads— now  Dayton — in  New  Jersey. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Rutgers  College,  and  pursued  his  studies  in  Divinity 
at  the  Seminary  in  the  some  place.  His  first  plan  was  to  give  himself 
to  missionar}^  work,  and  had  taken  passage  to  China  and  put  his  goods 
on  board  of  the  vessel,  ready  for  sailing.  But  Providence  ordered  other- 
wise. 

He  preached  first  at  Tarrytown  in  the  famous  Sleepy  Hollow  Church; 
then  at  Chatham  Four  Corners;  then  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. ,  where  In 
was  instrumental  in  forming  the  present  Bedford  Avenue  R.  D.  Church, 
then  known  as  the  East  Church.  From  Brooklyn  Mr.  Schenck  came  tc 
Ithaca  in  1S55.  From  Ithaca  in  1S63,  was  called  to  New  Brunswick. 
N.  J.;  thence  to  the  Third  R.  D.  Church  of  Philadelphia;  thence  to 
Pottsville,  Penn  to  the  First  Presbyterian  Church ;  and  thence  to  Clave- 
rack  of  this  State  w-here  he  is  now  setded. 

By  confession  fifty-eight, — by  letter  twenty-seven  were  added  to  the 
Church  during  ]Mr.  Schenck "s  eight  years. 

The  Rev.  Francis  Zabriskie,  D.  D. ,  the  seventh  pastor  of  our  church, 
was  born  in   New  York  city   in  1832.      He  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 


sity  of  ihe  City  of  New  York  and  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  R. 
D.  Church  at  New  Brunswick,  N.  J.  Before  coming  to  Ithaca  in  1863, 
he  had  been  settled  in  New  York  City  and  in  Coxsackie.  He  left  Ith- 
aca in  1866,  upon  a  call  to  Claverack.  lie  afterwards  prcachcil  at  Say- 
brook,  Conn.,  and  at  Wallaston  Heights,  Mass.,  wiicrc  he  now  resides. 

In  his  three  years' labor  here,  Dr.  Zabriskie  .saw  forty-nine  added  to 
the  Church, — forty-one  by  confession,  eight  by  letter. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Strong,  the  eighth  pastor  of  the  Church  was  born  in 
Flatbnsh,  Long  Island,  May  23,  1824.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Union 
college  in  1841,  and  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  New  Brunswick  in 
1845- 

He  was  ordained  pastor  over  the  R.  D.  Churches  of  Rosendalc  and 
Bloomingdale  in  1845  '■■  settled  at  Newtown  Long  Island,  1849;  over  the 
R.  D.  Church  on  Bleccker  street,  New  York  city  in  1859,  and  over 
our  Church  in  May,  1866. 

From  Ithaca,  Dr.  Strong  was  called  to  Aurora  in  December,  1871,  be- 
coming pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  that  place.  In  1875,  he 
took  the  Presidency  of  the  Penn.  Female  College;  and  in  1878  the 
Presidency  of  the  Alleghany  Collegiate  Institute,  and  was  installed  pas- 
tor of  the  Central  Presbyterian  Church  of  Pittsburg  the  same  vear,  which 
positions  he  now  holds.  At  no  time  in  its  whole  life  had  the  church 
more  members,  and  at  no  time  were  the  yearly  contributions  so  great  as 
in  the  time  of  Dr.    Strong. 

Dr.  Strong  left  in  December  of  1871,  somewhat  abruptly.  During 
the  first  half  of  the  year  1872,  services  in  the  church  were  held  irregu- 
larly. A  candidate  or  two  appeared  in  the  pulpit,  but  no  action  was 
taken.  There  seemed  to  be  resting  upon  the  minds  of  both  church  and 
congregation,  the  conviction  that  some  change  in  the  organization  of  the 
church  and  society  must  be  made. 

Sunday  morning,  June  30,  notice  was  read  from  the  pulpit,  that  there 
would  be  a  meeting  of  the  Consistory  to-morrow  morning  at  eight 
oclock,  and  of  the  congregation  at  nine  o'clock,  "on  important  business. " 

The  congregation  accordingly  met  in  the  church  and  organized  by 
choosing  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  A  resolution  was  now  olTercd,  that 
we  invite  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dunham,  who  hatl  preached  the  day  before,  to 
become  the  pastor  of  this  church. 

This  resolution  called  forth  much  discussion.  The  point  was  made, 
and  strongly  insisted  upon,  that  we  must  decide  what  we  are  to  be,  before 
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we  call  a  pastor — whether  we  are  to  remain   in  connection  with   the  Re- 
formed Dutch  Church,  or  adopt  some  new  organization  and  name. 

The  resolution  was  at  length  withdrawn,  and  another,  which  passed 
without  dissenting  voice,  offered,  namely  :  That  it  is  expedient  that  the 
connection  between  this  church  and  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  cease. 

A  committee  of  three  were  appointed  to  draw  up  a  petition  to  the 
Classis  of  Geneva,  praying  that  this  church  be  dismissed  from  its  con- 
nection with  said  Classis.  The  committee  was  instructed  to  carry  the 
petition  to  eveiy  family  in  the  congregation.  The  committee  obeying 
their  orders,  obtained  some  two  hundred  signatures  to  their  paper.. 

Whatever  difference  of  opinion,  as  to  what  change  was  necessar)',  may 
have  existed  before  this  meeting,  there  seemed  after  the  meeting  to  be 
but  one  sentiment  or  purpose,  among  both  church  and  people, — namely, 
to  become  Congregationalists.  Every  member  of  the  Consistory,  save 
two,  joined  in  the  movement.  Men,  who  almost  half  a  centur>'  before 
had  had  part  in  the  forming  of  the  church,  and  on  whose  shoulders  for 
half  a  century  the  weight  of  the  church  had  rested,  not  only  assented  to, 
but  led  the  way  in  the  change. 

But  an  inclination  to  Congregationalism  had  long  been  a  latent  power 
among  this  people.  Former  pastors  had  seen  this  inclination,  and  had 
foretold  that  some  day  it  would  start  into  action.  The  day  seemed  to 
have  come  upon  the  departure  of  Dr.  Strong.  The  University  had 
brought  several  families  of  Congregational  training  into  Ithaca.  Some 
other  families  in  the  village  were  of  the  same  sentiment.  "It  is  use- 
less," said  one  long  an  office-bearer  in  the  church,  and  long  one  of  its 
strongest  supporters,  "it  is  useless  to  dream  of  carrying  on  this  church 
any  longer  as  a  Dutch  Church. " 

The  petition  of  the  people  thus  numerously  signed,  was  laid  before 
the  Classis  at  a  meeting  at  Tyre.     The  Classis  declined  to  receive  it,  on  • 
the  ground  that  they  knew  only  the  Consistory,  and  could  have  no  deal- 
ings with  the  congregation. 

A  petition  to  the  same  effect  was  forwarded  to  the  Classis  from  the 
Consistor}'  of  the  church,  only  two  members  dissenting.  The  Classis  in 
their  answer  acknowledged  the  connection  between  the  church  and  the 
Classis  to  be  voluntary,  but  declined  on  their  part  to  sever  that  connec- 
tion. 

jNIeanwhile  the  church  and  congregation  went  on  in  their  plan  and 
purpose.     The  church  declared  its  connection  with  the  Reformed  Dutch 


Church  at  an  end,  proclaimed  itself  an  Independent  Congregational 
Church,  having  first  obtained  from  the  courts  authority  for  the  change  of 
name,  and  providentially,  and  most  fortunately,  obtaining  the  scmccs  of 
its  present  pastor,  settled  ([uielly  down  to  its  work. 

But  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  America,  was  not  so 
easily  shaken  off.  The  Classis  of  Geneva  sent  down  a  committee  to 
confer  both  with  the  Consistory  and  with  the  ( Imrch.  But  neither  the 
eloquence  of  Dr.  Mann,  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  who  wa.s  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee,  and  who  pleaded  most  earnestly  and  warmly,  that 
this  church,  a  vine  of  his  own  planting — under  God — depart  not  from 
the  faith  and  the  form  at  first  taught  them,  and  in  which  it  had  flour- 
ished almost  half  a  century  ;  nor  the  weight  and  authority  of  the  Classis 
made  any  impression.  The  church  was  steadfast  in  its  purpose  of 
changing. 

With  the  Consistory  the  business  of  this  committee  was  sheer  ccclesi- 
asticism.  It  did  not  seem  commissioned  to  a.scertain  whether  these 
things  had  fallen  out  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  nor,  like  the 
apostle,  to  rejoice  in  that,  from  whatever  motive,  Christ  was  preached. 
nor  did  they  seem,  with  the  apostle,  to  know  that  there  is  a  liberty 
wherein  Christ  has  made  us  free, — but  their  business  seemed  to  be,  to 
fasten,  if  possible,  the  yoke  of  their  ecclesiastical  bondage  upon  an  un- 
willing people,  or,  not  succeeding  in  that,  to  keep  in  the  possession  of 
their  denomination,  property  of  no  great  value. 

Failing  in  this,  the  next  step  was  a  resort  to  law.  A  complaint  and 
petition — stretched  out  and  elongated  even  up  to  twenty-thirdly, — was 
laid  before  the  Court,  of  which  the  gist — so  far  as  one  can  see — was 
the  asking  the  court  to  restore  to  its  owners  a  certain  piece  of  property 
which  was  even  then  in  their  possession. 

The  court  dismissed  the  petition,  but  the  case  was  carried  up  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals.  Technicalities  being  set  aside,  the  question  passed 
upon  by  the  court  is  :  whether  a  religious  organization  may  rightfully 
change  its  name  or  denomination,  there  being  no  trusts.  It  may — was 
the  decision  of  the  Courts  before  which  the  case  in  succession  came. 

The  language  of  the  Court  of  Appeals — the  court  of  last  reson— is. 
"  If  property  be  given  or  granted  to  a  religious  society  by  words  not 
plainly  uniting  the  right  to  hold  with  the  faith  or  doctrine  of  any  partic- 
ular denomination  or  body — the  majority  of  the  corporation  control, 
and  may  use  the  property  for  any  purpose  which  is  religious. 


Such  is  the  conclusion  of  the  "  Ithaca  Church  Case,"  so  far  as  legal 
rights  and  legal  questions  are  concerned. 

Gen.  DeWitt  must  be  allowed  to  know  what  he  was  doing,  when  in 
1830,  he  made  his  donation  to  the  young  church.  He  knew  that  the 
new  church  was  formed  under  the  law  of  18 13,  and  that  it  possessed  all 
the  rights  and  powers  conferred  by  that  law  ;  and  yet,  with  this  knowl- 
edge plain  before  him,  he  made  his  donations. 

In  giving  a  village  lot  to  the  new  R.  P.  D.  Church  of  Ithaca,  Gen. 
DeWitt  did,  by  his  deed  of  gift,  no  more  unite  the  right  to  hold  this 
property  with  the  faith  and  form  of  worship  of  that  denomination,  than, 
when  in  1826  he  gave  six  lots  to  the  "South  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Ulysses,"  now  Ithaca,  or  when  in  1828,  he  gave  a  lot  to  the  Baptist 
Church,  or  when  in  1829,  to  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  village,  did 
he  connect  the  right  to  hold  with  the  faith  of  any  of  these  different  de- 
nominations. He  left  them  all  to  be  guided  by  their  own  discretion  in 
using  his  donations. 

But  what  is  Congregationalism  }  First,  let  us  ask  what  is  a  Church  .' 
A  church  consists  of,  or  is  made  up  of,  a  number  of  persons  who  have 
associated,  or  united  themselves  together,  for  the  purpose  of  professing 
and  practicing  the  doctrines  of  the  New  Testament.  Such  an  associa- 
tion is  a  Church  of  Christ.  Such  an  association  has,  and  can  have,  but 
one  head,  and  that  head  is  Christ.  In  such  association,  or  such  church, 
because  of  the  infinite  distance  between  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
and  the  individual  members  of  that  church,  all  the  members  thereof 
stand  upon  the  same  level,  and  are  all  equal  before  their  great  Head  and 
risen  Lord,  no  member  having  the  smallest  claim  to  any  kind  of  author- 
ity over  or  among  his  fellow  members.  Such  was  the  first  Church  of 
Christ  on  this  earth — at  Jerusalem— the  names,  about  an  hundred  and 
twenty,  over  which  not  even  the  apostles  themselves  ventured  to  exercise 
the  smallest  authority,  but  on  the  other  hand,  submitted  to  the  congre- 
gation— that  is,  to  the  assembled  believers — the  filling  of  the  gap  in 
their  own  number  caused  by  the  treachery  of  Judas  Iscariot. 

Such  a  church  is,  in  its  own  sphere,  sovereign  and  independent — it 
shapes  its  own  creed  and  articles  of  faith  ;  it  lays  down  its  own  rules  of 
discipline  ;  it  chooses  its  own  officers,  its  pastors  and  deacons,  but  re- 
minds such  officers  when  chosen,  that  they  are  the  servants,  not  the  mas- 
ters of  the  church. 
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Such  a  church  is  known  among  us  as  a  *Congregational  Church,  be- 
cause it  vests  all  ecclesiastical  power — under  Christ — in  the  congrega- 
tion, tliat  is,  in  the  assembled  body  of  believers,  or  members  of  the 
church. 

It  is  here  seen  that  a  Congregational  Church  is  a  republic — a  democra- 
cy— pure  and  simple,  and  as  republicanism — or  democracy — is  the  highest 
and  most  perfect  form  of  government  among  men,  so  Congregationalism 
is  the  simplest,  the  highest  and  most  perfect  form  or  manner  of  manag- 
ing matters  ecclesiastic  among  men  ;  and  the  two  are  still  further  alike 
in  imposing  great  responsibility,  the  one,  upon  the  individual  voter, — 
the  other,  upon  each  individual  member  of  the  church. 

The  number  in  this  country  of  the  so-called  orthodox  Congregational 
Churches, — to  which  the  name  Congregational  is  commonly  given — is 
about  three  thousand.  But  the  great  and  influential  Baptist  denomina- 
tion is  purely  congregational  in  its  principles  of  church  government,  so 
are  the  Christians,  the  Wesleyan  Methodists,  the  Unitarians,  and  the 
Universalists.  Indeed,  of  the  whole  number  of  churches  in  this  coun- 
try, somewhat  more  than  one-half  are,  it  is  estimated,  in  matters  of 
church  government,  essentially  congregational. 


*The  ancient  churches  of  New  England  did  not  use  to  call  themselves  Congregational  Churches  ; 
while  not  refusing,  they  did  not  use  the  name.  Among  themselves  they  were  simply  Churches  of 
Christ  ;  and  if  more. than  one  in  the  same  town,  they  numbered  themselves  the  first,  the  second, 
etc..  Church  of  Christ,  in  such  to«n. 
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Ihc  pataloque. 


The  catalogue  contains  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  church  for 
the  years  1830-1879 — -it  first  half-century.  It  is  drawn  up  in  six  col- 
umns— each  column  so  headed  as  to  show  its  use. 

The  names  are  arranged  alphabetically  under  each  date  of  entering, 
and  then  numbered  from  one  to  the  last. 

In  the  first  column,  the  names  of  such  as  died  while  members  are 
starred.  In  the  fourth  column,  the  date  of  death  is  given,  also  starred — 
and  after  the  date,  the  age,  in  smaller  figures.  In  a  few  cases  the  place 
of  death — when  not  Ithaca — is  found  in  the  sixth  column,  starred.  The 
other  dates  in  the  fourth  column  are  dates  of  regular  dismission  from  the 
church. 

In  the  first  column,  a  number  in  small  figures  is  in  some  cases  seen 
close  after  a  name.      This  number  refers  to  a  father's  or  a  mother's  name. 

The  letters  D,  and  E,  after  a  name,  show  that  such  person  bore  the 
office  of  Deacon  or  Elder  in  the  church. 

Names  in  italics  are  the  names  of  such  as  have  become  ministers  of 
the  Gospel. 

The  names  of  husband  and  wife,  when  both  joined  at  the  same  time, 
stand  the  one  directly  after  the  other,  when  at  different  times,  the  name 
of  the  husband  is  found  in  the  sixth  column,  as  is  also  the  case  when  the 
wife  only,  was,  or  is,  a  member  of  the  church. 

In  the  sixth  column  the  letters  s  and  r  before  a  date,  mean  suspended 
or  restored  at  such  date. 

The  catalogue  is  by  no  means  as  complete  as  the  committee,  in  whose 
hands  the  work  was  placed,  could  wish.  But,  whatever  it  may  be,  it  is 
the  result  of  much  labor  and  pains.  The  column  of  names  has  only 
the  completeness  of  the  records,  being  a  mere  cop)-. 

The  attempt  to  find  out  what  members  died  while  members,  and  to 
find  out  the  date  of  death,  and  the  age,  has  cost  many  steps,  nor  is  the 
labor  repaid  by  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  full  information  on  these 
heads  has  been  gathered  in.  It  is  feared  that  errors  and  omissions  here 
exist. 
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In  the  third  and  fwiuth  columns  are  many  gaps.      In  the  first  pages  of 

the  catalogue,  these  gaps  are  caused  by  the  fact  that  members  of  the 
church  silently  withdrew,  mainly  by  removing  from  town,  but  asking  for 
no  letters  of  dismission.  This  cause  of  the  gaps  continues  up  to  the 
latter  pages  of  the  catalogue.  The  number  of  members,  therefore,  ab- 
sent and  unaccounted  for  is  great.  But  in  the  latter  pages  of  the  cata- 
logue, these  gaps  are  nTuch  increased,  by  the  fact,  that  many  names 
here  are  the  names  of  members  now  resident  in  the  village, — and  in- 
creased further  by  the  painful  fact  that  a  few  names  here  are  the  names  of 
some,  who,  having  fallen  from  the  faith  which  they  once  professed,  and 
trampling  under  foot  the  covenant  which  they  once  took  upon  themselves, 
no  longer  worship  and  commune  with  us. 

Of  the  thirty-two  who  formed  the  church  in  1830,  it  is  not  known 
that  any  one  is  now  living — the  last  survivor  here  among  us  in  Ithaca, 
being  the  venerable  Elder  Johnson,  of  whom,  as  well  as  of  two  others, 
men  prominent  in  forming  the  church,  and  in  guiding  the  days  of  its 
infancy,  the  committee  cannot  close  its  labors  without  speaking. 

Among  the  founders  of  the  church  no  one  is  remembered  with  more 
affection  than  Elder  Bishop.  Quiet  and  gentlemanly  in  manner,  he  won 
the  respect  and  attachment  of  all  who  became  acquainted  with  him. 
He  wore  the  Christian  graces  with  such  a  charm,  that  others,  who  had 
little  respect  for  religion,  admired  his  consistent  life.  He  was  born  in 
Lisbon,  Conn.  He  came  with  his  family  to  Ithaca  at  an  early  day  in 
the  history  of  our  village,  and  engaged  in  merchandise.  After  a  few 
years  he  closed  up  his  mercantile  business,  and  became  connected  with 
the  old  Cayuga  and  Susquehanna  Railroad.  He  was  an  officer  of  the 
first  Savings  Bank  cif  Ithaca,  which  after  his  death  went  into  liquidation. 
Having  been  called  to  Albany  in  the  winter,  to  transact  business  for 
the  Railroad,  he  was  obliged  to  travel  by  stage  from  Auburn  on  his  way 
home.  The  exposure,  while  he  was  laboring  under  indisposition  brought 
on  an  attack  of  mortal  sickness.  Unable  to  reach  home,  he  died  sud- 
denly at  Ludlowville.  The  entire  community,  especially  the  members 
of  the  church  he  loved  so  well,  mourned  his  loss  as  that  of  a  friend  and 
brother.  The  Consistor}-  caused  to  be  entered  upon  their  records  reso- 
lutions expressive  of  dieir  deep  sense  of  their  loss,  and  of  their  sympa- 
thy with  his  family. 

Augustus  Sherrill  is  another  name  of  weight  and  influence  in  the  church 
in  its  first  days.      He  was  born  in  Richmond,  Mass.      He  came  to  Ith- 
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aca  and  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession — the  law — early  in 
life.  Some  years  before  the  church  was  organized,  his  retiring  manners 
and  want  of  fluency  in  speech  unfitted  him  for  the  duties  of  an  advo- 
cate, but  as  a  counsellor  few  men  were  his  superiors.  He  held  at  dif- 
ferent times  several  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility,  the  duties  of  which 
he  discharged  with  admirable  ability.  In  the  church  his  counsels,  when 
difficult  questions  were  to  be  decided,  were  especially  valuable.  No  one 
had  more  influence  in  the  Consistory  in  all  questions  affecting  the  wel- 
fare of  the  church.  He  was  quick  to  see  the  points  of  a  question,  and 
rapid  in  forming  his  conclusions.  On  such  occasions  his  advice  was 
given  with  much  diffidence,  and  not  with  the  air  of  a  master.  The 
Consistor}-,  knowing  his  modesty  and  the  soundness  of  his  views,  usu- 
ally adopted  his  suggestions,  and  adopting,  were  seldom  wrong. 

With  advancing  vears  he  yearned  for  the  society  and  sympathy  of  his 
only  daughter  and  her  children,  who  were  living  in  another  part  of  the 
State.  These  longings  at  length  constrained  him  to  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  the  church  and  the  society  in  which  he'  had  spent  so  many 
years  of  activity  and  usefulness,  and  to  remove  to  Piermont,  N.  Y. , 
where  he  died.  In  the  hearts  of  the  older  members  of  the  church  the 
name  of  Elder  Sherrill  lingers  as  a  pleasant  memor}-. 

]Mr.  Abraham  Johnson,  the  father  of  Arthur  S.  Johnson,  came  to  Ith- 
aca at  the  close  of  the  last  century,  bringing  with  him  his  family,  of 
which  Arthur  was  one,  and  only  five  or  six  years  old.  After  residing  in 
the  village — such  as  it  then  was — for  a  time,  ^Ir.  Johnson  took  up  a 
farm,  then  all  woods,  about  two  miles  and  a  half  from  the  village  on  the 
present  Danby  road, — and  here  was  passed  Elder  Johnson's  youth.  In 
the  war  of  1812,  he  volunteered,  and  served  through  the  campaigns  on 
our  northern  frontiers. 

The  war  being  over,  he  returned  to  Ithaca,  and  began  the  study  of 
law,  which  profession  he  followed  here  in  Ithaca,  during  a  long  and  a 
useful  life.  He  held  various  offices  of  honor  and  responsibility, — was 
Surrogate,  Justice  and  Special  Judge, — and  of  his  decisions,  it  is  said, 
none  were  reversed. 

For  forty-five  vears  he  held  the  office  of  Elder  in  the  church  which  he 
helped  found.  He  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-four  years,  leaving 
behind  him  the  fragrance  of  a  good  name. 

To  the  older  members  of  the  church— members  whose  memory  runs 
back  to  the  first  years  of  the  church — is  the  catalogue  especially  dedica- 
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led.  It  will  remind  them  of  many  a  face  now  no  longer  seen  among 
men,  and  of  many  a  voice  now  heard  only  in  the  congregations  of  the 
church  triuMiphanl  above.  It  will  remind  them  that  the  -ties  which 
draw  them  towards  another  world  are  growing  more  and  more  in  num- 
ber and  in  strength,  while  the  ties  which  hold  them  down  to  this  work! 
ai'c  growing  fewer  anil  weaker.
